FISH THAT KILL MEN. 


The LIvliiB Arrow ot the Pacific 


Death* Caaaed by Ttorpon—A 


South American Terror. 


The shark is generally supposed to 


jc the most to be dreaded of all fishes, 
nit it rarely happens that an authen- 
ic account of the destruction of human 
ife by a shark is recorded. The sword- 
ish sometimes dashes into ships, bury- 
ng its sharp weapon in their sides, 
and causing the vessel to spring a leak 
A. ship may be struck by a whale in mid- 
icean and crushed. These are the nota/ 
ile casualties that attract attention on 
iccount o£ their sensational features, 
-et lives are lost annually where fishes 
if small size are the direct or iudirecl 
cause. 


In the islands of the Pacific a small 
arfish is very common. It has a long, 
sharp beak, which gives it an arrow 
like shape. This living arrow when 
alarmed dashes out from the water and 
oes soaring away over tho surface in 
short bounds w ith such force that when 
it strikes a foreign body it cithei 
IUSSPS through it or inflicts painful anc 
serious wounds. Native shell hunters 
wade over the reel in search ol shells, 
lifting bunches of coral with a view tc 
taking the small shells from them. This 
accomplished, the 
coral is thrown 


down. The noise often alarms the gars 
they go darting away like arrows anc 
shell hunters have been pierced ' and 
even killed by them. An English of- 
ficer was struek by one on the visor o: 
his cap. This resulted in an iuvestiga 
tion by a representative of the British 
government and it was found that men 
had lost their lives from this cause. 


Among the casualties from fishes in 


(Vmeriea may be mentioned several in 
which the gamy tarpon wns the cause 
Near the mouth of the Mississippi the 
seine haulers sometimes take the tar 
pon in the long nets, and on one oeca 
sion a large fish leaped over the in 
closure and struck a man, killing- him 
instantly. Two men were nearly los 
off the coast of Florida by a tarpon 
which leaped into tho boat and knockec 
out two of the planks with its head, lit 
orally going through the light craft. A 
ivell-knonn Tcias fisherman was killed 
by a. tarpon when landing it. The fish 
in making- one of its leaps, struck him 
knocked him overboard and caused him 
to be diovtncdi 


Size is by no means a factor in deter 


mining the dangerous nature of fishes 
This is i\ rtl illustrated in South Amcri 
ca, where the most dangerous fish in the 
fresh-water streams is a creature no 
msJre thao four or five inches in length 
The danger of these creatu*es lies in 
their numbers and their insatiate ra 
paeity. They are veritable bloodhound 
that fafr'.y fill the waters and attack a] 
cowers in droves and swnrms. If an; 
foreign object drops into the stream i 
is at cace surrounded by thousands, 
and if alive it is reduced to a skeleton in 
a marvelously short time. Horses in 
wading a stream have been so terror 
ized by the attacks of these unseen 
foes that they fell over, and horse on 
rider were drowned. 
The fish hav 


sharp teeth, and they literally strr 
the flesh from the limbs of horses o 
other animals that are exposed to the! 
attacks. 


In the waters of South America 


found a large electric eel that has been 
known to be the cause of the death o 
men. 
Some years ago an attempt was 


made to capture a band of wild horse 
by driving them into a pond Infestec 
by these eels. The animals, maddenec 
by the shock, were in several instances 
thrown over and drowned.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

This rnle was adopted after several 


years of protest, during which period 
he popular dances degenerated from a 
graceful, harmless, dreamy round of 
ileasnro to a test of strength and eu- 
duronoe, with hardly any two couples 
n a hall holding their partners dike. 
The crusade has begun and it is ex- 
pected that the science of dancing Will 


o restored and the present deport- 


ment, which is classed as offensive, 
trill pass aud die out. 


"The present method of 'pulling off' 
waltz, which ia popular at all of the 


many pleasure resorts in aud around 
,he District and is known as the 'bear 
hug,' is for the participants to rush 
uto one another's arms, both parties 
lugging and the hands meeting in the 
centre of the back. Then whilo the 
orchestra renders dreamy music the 
couple 
hold together 
and make a 


desperate attempt to imitate the move- 
ments need in waltzing. At some of 
the resorts these sooues resemble a 


practice tackle and rush between male 
aud female football teams. 


ii an interview last night, Miss 


Marie Leonardo, who has just returned 
from the convention of the National 
Association of Dancing Masters, stated 
that the adoption of the rule for- 
bidding the teaching of the vulgar 
system of deportment now iu vogue 
was the best piece of legislation over 
enacted for the preservation of tbe 
science of danoiug. Miss Leonardo is 
one of tho best known dancers in tho 
country, and has a diploma as premiere 
dauseuse from the National Associa- 
tion, She is the daughter of Prof. 
Leonardo, now retired, who was for 
nearly SO years famed as an instructor 
from Boston to Chicago. 


No lover of the beautiful or the 


graceful could tolerate the offensive 
process known as the "bear hng,"' 
said Miss Leonardo, 'and we have 
objected to it on moral, hygienic, and 
scientific grounds. There, was but one 
way in which to make it unpopular 
aud that was to refuse to take any 
pupil who desired anything but the 
good, 
clean, 
graceful method 
of 


dancing, and to refuse to allow auyou6 
to dance unless 
proper deportment 


were exhibited. 
We can now make 


the scientific waltz of our fathers 
fashionable once more aud the modern 
styles will drop. 


'There is much talk of the modern 


waltz, but there ia no such thing as a 
modern waltz. The glide waltz of to 
day was first taught ill Boston in 1659 
by Prof. W. N. Bell, who laid out a 
science iu the art 
This was the true 


waltz and it has ever remained popular 
•nutil recent years, when the hop, skip 
and jump system was adopted by the 
great mass who had little time to 
devote to learning the art properly, 
and who wanted to get on the floor oi 
a dauoe hall with a fair partner after 
tho first lesson. 
There is nothing so 


pleasing to the eye as a graceful 
•waltzer and fpw things so repulsive 
as a clumsy partner who has full con- 
fidence in his ability to jump around 
to music.' 


"As nearly every dancing instructor 


in the city is a member of Lthe Na- 
tional Association it ia held that 
reform is on the way and the 'Yale 
rush* will soon be relegated into the

FREED BY A CAMERA. 


How u America* W»« R«acu*d triat, 


m. Medieval Peru»S«u» 


In several respects the peace confer- 


ence at The Hague was the moat re- 
markable assemblage of the nations 
which history records. 
Of the 1,600,- 


000,000 people who constitute the pop- 
ulation of t9e entire world, about 
1,400,000,000 were represented in thai 
gathering. 
The Central and South 


American nations and a. few small 
«tateB in Africa and Asia are the only 
countries which were absent. 


The object of the assemblage—the 


diminution In the number, extent and 
destmctfveness of wars •— is as be- 
nefloent a purpose as ever received the 
attention of nations. The Spanish- 
Amreican war will cost about $300,- 
000,000. France paid Germany $1,000,- 
000,000 as an indemnity at the end ol 
the conflict of 1870-71. In addition to 
this outlay, says Leslie's Weekly, the 
war cost France, it was estimated, 
$3,000,000,000. The civil war cost the 
United States $10,000,000,000. England, 
Prance, Turkey, Sardinia and Russia 
spent $4,000,000,000 in the war of the 
Crimea. The Napoleonic wars, from 
1800 to 1815, cost the nations which par- 
ticipated in them, it has been figured, 
{25,000,000,000. 
The nineteenth cen- 


tury wars have resulted in it direct 
money loss of at least $75,000,000,000, 
for not all of even the Important con- 
flicts ot the last 100 years have been 
mentioned in this list. 
' 


Theeighteenthcentury's wars, which 


were far more numerous than those of 
the present-century, must have foot- 
ed up, according to the most reliable 
estimates, $125,000,000,000 or 
$150,- 


000,000,000. 
This calculation leaves 


out altogether the sacrifice of life, and 
the money value, based on the average 
productive power of each person, of 
the lives lost. 
A calculation which 


would cover the money expenditure in- 
volved in the wars which have taken 
place since the beginning of the Chris- 
tian era would go up into the dizzy 
heights of arithmetic.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

Up on the northern ^Mississippi on the 


Wisconsin side is a steamboat landing 
Only the boats from Dubutjue to points 
up the river touch there now, but it wai 
once a thriving landing. The old river 
town of Potosi is a mile and a half in- 
land now, but in the busy days it stood 
on what was the bank of the river.

It was in one of the cities of Peru, and 


an American acquaintance of mine 
who was there temporarily on business 
was trotting me around among the 
sights of the town. After we had vis- 
ited most of the show places he said 
one day: 


"Kow I want you to see the old dun- 


geon of a prison which they have here, 
but It Is a place where you can't take 
your camera. The rules are very se- 
vere against that I wish you could, 
though, for you would get some mightj 
interesting pictures. These people are 
unrelenting jailors and some of theii 
treatment of the prisoners is pretty 
medieval in its character. 


"Why, they have an American then 


now for some alleged insult to the gov- 
ernment, and he is kept incommuni- 
cado, as they call it—that is, in a eel' 
removed from those of the other prie 
oners and so strictly guarded that he 
can communicate with nobody. 


"They don't care much about having 


visitors sco him, but as you pass his 
cell, if he happens to be near the front 
you can sometimes catch a glimpse oi 
him through the bars. His friends are 
trying to get him out, but none of them 
has been able to see him and there IP 
some difficulty in proving that the pris- 
oner is really their man."

More la being heard now of Labra- 


dor, that land to wlilch legends of gi- 
witi and curiously deformed men are 
attached. 
During the last two or 


three years there has been a growing 
belief thafXabrador, that "great and 
terrible wilderness," t«at "Helluland," 
or region of naked rocks, as the old 
Norsemen called it, is destined to turn 
out a rich mining region. As yet there 
is no tangible proof of this; but ot 
late it has been explored in many di- 
rections, its rivers have been ascended, 
Its tableland crossed at several points, 
and the result has been that it has at- 
tracted much more attention than be- 
fore, und is no longer regarded as a 
desolate heap of rocks, unless for pur- 
poses of civilized man. Visitors have 
brought back ao many specimens of 
minerals that a widespread impression 
has arisen that it will become a, great 
mining field. 


The magic word gold lias been whis- 


pered in connection with it, and the 
possibility of a northern Klondike be- 
ing discovered here has taken posses- 
sion of the minds of no small number of 
explorers. Its formations are said to 
resemble those of the real Klondike, 
and gold specimens have been found 
which the keen-eyed hunters of that 
metal regard aa peculiarly promising. 
The result is that no fewer than beven 
exploring expeditions have made this 
year for Labrador. 
Five of these 


were organized in Halifax, one lefl 
from Boston, and the seventh has jus1 
atarted from St. Johns'. 


In another respect Labrador is at- 


tracting attention. Though the coasl 
is a succession of grim rocks—not 
without wild, stern beauty of their 
own and almost treeless—yet at -the 
beads of some of the bays and inlets 
there are large areas covered with tim 
ber of a largo size, mainly spruce, well 
adapted for lumbering purposes. 
In 


the Labrador forests speculation is 
rife this year. 
No fewer than 21 ap- 


plications for timber limits, some of 
thein for 500 square miles, have been 
made to the government, aud the same 
number of licenses to out tirnoer have 
we understand, been granted, BO that 
a considerable amount of capital is 
likely to be invested there, and this will 
furnish increased employment to tha 
people. Labrador hitherto has been 
famous only for the fish wealth of Its 
seas; now it would seem as if the treas- 
ures of the land were to be turned to 
account. Its dimensions are enormous 
The Atlantic eoas.t line is over 1,000 
miles in length, and the area of tbe en 
tire peninsula not less than 
420,000 


square miles.—Vancouver News-Adver- 
tiser. 


The Horse'* Hoof. 


The foot of a horse is one of the mosi 


ingenious and unexampled pieces ol 
mechanism in animal structure. The 
hoof contains a scries of vertical anc 
thin laminae of horn, amounting to 
about 500 and forming a complete lin- 
ing to it. In this are fitted as many 
laminae belonging to the coffin bone 
while both sets are elastic and adher- 
ent. The edge of a quire of paper, in 
serted leaf by leaf into another, will 
convey a sufficient idea of tbe arrange- 
ment. Thus the weight of the anima 
is supported by ns many clastic springs 
as there are laminae in all the feet 
amounting to about 4,000, distributee 
in the most secure manner, since every 
spring is acted on in an oblique direc- 
tion.—Boston Budget.

QUAINT OLD RENNES. 


Little Brittany Town Tnat Rat 
•andenlr Sprangr Into Consid- 


erable Prominence. 


A month ago, outside of France, 


leun*8 was scarcely known. 
The 


American colony making the annual 
summer exit from Paris the day after 
he.Grand Prix, bound for Dinard, tht 
Newport of France, scarcely note the 
shouting of the guard aa tha train 
draws up before a railway station: 
'Rennes! Rennes I" 
Now thousands of people are rushing 


to Reiines; the hotels are taxed beyond 
.he limits; prices Iiitherto unheard ol 
are current. The attention of the world 


fixed upon this Breton town, where 


Dreyfus' re-trial is to take place. 


Brittany is the one province ol 


France which has escaped modern "cen- 
tralization." In Brittany the old songs 
ate sung, the legends, linger in the 
icarts of the people. Women sit in the 
doorways plying the distaff. The an- 
cient Breton Angelus is sung in tbe lit- 
tle churches. The saints are perpetual- 
ly honored, and the annual parish fete, 
called in Brittany a "pardon," is faith- 
fully observed. The Breton peasant 
etill wears the traditional coiffe; her 
costume is always that of her ancestors, 


llennee, to-day numbering 70,000 in- 


habitants, was the capital of the 
Redonea of Caesar's time. An almost 
illegible inscription on one of the an- 
cient gates, the stone now placed in the 
museum, Informs tbe savants that 
Rennes was patronized by Emperor 
Gordlr.n, "very august, very happy, and 
very pious." 


Bennes shared with Nantes the honoi 


of being the most important of the 
towns of Brittany in the middle ages, 
In fact, an intense rivalry existed be- 
tween these chief cities. Itennea con- 
quered in the end and became the resi- 
dence of the Breton princes of the day 


For centuries the Breton parliament 


assembled at Bennes, and whenever the 
reigning prince died the new duke of 
Brittany presented himself at the gatcu 
at Rennes to demand of the city the 
ducal crown and make a solemn oatb 
to maintain, the rights of the Breton 
nation. Of this epoch in the existence 
of Bennes many traces remain. We 
still find in the old quarters ancient 
buildings—typical of the middle ages— 
a- pell-mell of balconies, galleries, tow- 
ers, zigzagging roofs, and dormer win- 
dows, each story projecting beyond the 
lower, the windows of the upper almost 
meeting its neighbor over the way, BO 
that two persons might converse in 
whispers from opposite houses. That 
such opportunities were not allowed to 
pass unimproved by the Romeos arid 
Juliets of that day some of the ancient 
ballads lead us to believe. 


The great fire which accurred in 
1720 


lervod to destroy much of the nnMent 
ttennes. This fire raged for tcj^ days, 
and one by one the ancient buildings 
toppled into the caldron. The clock 
tower, built upon the ruins of a rudely 
built pagan temple, disappeared in the 
flames. That part of the city which re- 
placed the burning district forms the 
modern portion of the city. 


Under the reign of Louis XIV. Brit 


tany was ruled by a provincial gov 
ernor. The letters of Mme. De Sevigne 
furish witty descriptions of the em 
barrassznents which resulted from the 
administration. From these letters we 
know that no small amount of splendor 
lurrounded the oftice of governor of the 
province. She describes a visit paid her 
st her chateau, Les HoChere, by this 
functionary "with 20 gentlemen in his 
cortege, not to mention trumpeters and 
guards." 


The revolt of the Bretons against ex 


orbitant taxation furnishes a dramatic 
page in French history. It required 
3,000 troops to chastise the 500 or 800 
Bretons who had risen in protest. The 
palace of justice of to-day, when Drey- 
fus will be tried, was formerly the par- 
liament bnftding. Its first stone was 
laid in 1618, at tbe close of the protract- 
ed contest between Nantes and Renues. 


Besides the palace of justice, Rennes 


possesses a university of note, a cathe- 
dral, museum, and botanical gardens— 
all interesting and worth the journey 
from Paris to visit. Especially interest- 
ing is the fact that Rennca is an in) 
portant military point. Two corps of 
artillery, the Seventh and Tenth, and 
two regiments of infantry are stationed 
here, and there are several armories.— 
Paris Letter.

The giant apparatus 
which will work this seeming; miracle 
is surely the most marvelous factory 
ever constructed, for ty its agency the 
operations of nature will be imitated so 
faithfully and BO completely that every 
type of cloud will be reproduced ut 
will in miniature. The principle of 
cloud making. It will be remembered,is 
that if a mass of air containing water 
rapor is cooled below its saturation or 
dew point condensation of the vapor 
will set in. The cloud is thus manufac- 
tured, and being allowed to escape Into 
the air forms a miniature cloud alike in 
•very respect to the clouds with which 
we are familiar.—London Leader.

The "swarms at lazy friars" that 


form a picturesque if rather unkindly 
feature of BO many pen pictures of the 
Philippines, are even more mythical 
than the exorbitant fees collected by 
them. The official records of both the 
religions orders and the government, 
published long before Dev»ey entered 
Manila bay, show that in no Catholic 
country is the number of priests so 
sraall, compared with the population, as 
in the Philippines. Tho priests are 
fewer than in almost any diocese in the 
United States, compared with its Cath- 
olic population. In 3S9G 
the 
whole 


clergy of the islands only numbered 
1,838 priests between all the orders 
and seculars combined. 
The secular 


clergy amounted to 773, of whom about 
one-half is of the native races. These 
had charge of a population of over 
1,100,000. The secular priests of the 
Philippines are almost exactly in the 
same proportion to the population ae 
are the priests in. Chicago, -which cer- 
tainly is not the happy hunting ground 
of swarms of idle clergymen. 


The argument is far stronger in the 


case of the "friars." The whole num- 
ber in the Philippines, Carolines and 
Ladrones was only 1,215, Including 
J«suit and Dominican professors in the 
colleges, those in charge of the Manila 
observatory, 
and 
the 
missionaries 


among the Mohammedans of Mindanao 
and the heathens of the Carolines. Tbe 
latter occupied 105 of the 167 Jesuits, 
the other 62 being in Manila in the usual 
scholastic work of their order. 
T%vo 


hundred and thirty-three Dominicans 
supplied the religious needs of three- 
quarters of a million Catholics. That 
the task was not a nominal one is 
shown by the registration during the 
year of 41,000 baptisms, 18,000 mar- 
riageb, and i!9,000 interments with the 
funeral 
rites of tbe church. 
The 


Jesuits and Benedictines, besides their 
literary work, attended to the parish 
needs of nearly 200,000 Christians. 


The Franciscans, properly so-called, 


had 240 priests in the Philippines, and 
this 240 attended to a population of over 
1,100,000. 
The 
Kecollets 
had 
321 


priests for 1,200,000 aCthokcs. The task 
of the Augustinianb was, the greatest ol 
all. 
Three hundred and twenty-seven 


priests, including tbe superiors and the 
general administrative foroe in Manila, 
attended to the religious wants of 2,- 
345,000 Catholics.—N. Y.CathpUc World.
